AFTER CLARKSON. 


HARRISON’S FRIENDS HOT ABOUT THE CHAIR- 
MAN’S INTERFERENCE. 

New Tonk, June 1.—As the Harrison men 
grow warm over the opposition to the re- 
nomination of the President, they single cer- 
tain individuals in the Biaine movement 
against whom to vent thelr wrtah. Chief 
among those marked for this kind of target 
practice is Chairman Clarkson of the Na- 
tional Committee.

Alliance Men Making Themselves Felt 
Newspaper Comments on the Results 
at Syracuse—Cleveland Receives a 
Hearty Iadorsement by the Anti-Snap 
Gathering—Prohibition Tickets. 


TAMPA, Fla., June 1.—The Democratic con- 
vention, which met at noon, will be in ses- 
sion four days. It will be the hottest fight in 
the political history of Florida and nearly all 
the delegates were here last night and cau- 
cusing began in earnest. The two greatest 
contests are over the Gubernatorial nomina- 
tion and the seating of one or the other 
of the two contesting delegations from Du- 
vall County. The victory of one or the other 
means the nomination or defeat by Judge 
Mitchell, who is in the lead for Governor. An 
unexpected turn was given to affairs last 
night. Alliance matters have been very quiet 
the year past, but the order 
suddenly came to the front last night 
in a caucus of Alliance delegates numbering 
over 100. Nearly half of them insist that the 
convention indorse the ‘‘Ocala demands“ 
and thie st. Louis platform, and a hot fight 
has been precipitated. 

If the Alliance delegates can agree upon a 
policy they can control the convention, since 
they hold the balance of power between the 
two factions of the party. The action of the 
Alliance makes the fight a triangular one. 
Mitchell will probably be before the conven- 
tion with 190 votes out of 416, and he is per- 
sistent in asking a nomination only under 
the two-thirds rule, but his followers are 
divided on that matter. At li o’clock this 
morfiing there is a rumor that 
Mitchell’s friends will decline to 
cresent his name on uccount 
of his personal opposition to the majority 
rule.

Hisaptitude and industry very soon 
made him conversant with every detail of the 
State Government. Perhaps his knowledge 
of State affairs, and that of John Clarke, 
chief in the Auditor’s office, and mine, con- 
tributed as much in patting the Democratic 
party on its legs as dia that of any three 
other persons in the State. We furnished all 
the material for the speeches and guided the 
course of the Legislatures of those days. We 
had the confidence of the Democratic leaders 
of the General Assembly and the respect of 
the Republican members.

Pracus, June 1.—An appalling accident 
has occurred at the famous Birken berg silver 
mine, near Przibram, in Bohemia.

Mrs. Clara Goddard’s Rema rkable State- 
ment About Her Divorce Case. 


HER HUSBAND'S ACTION PROVOKES THE 
LADY TO A CONFESSION. 


She Charges That They Zuter ed Into a 
Compact by Which She Was to Sue for 
a Divorce on Certain Grounds and Re- 
ceive From Him 62, 500—- A Peculiar 
Oase. 


The Goddard divorce case, pending in Judge 
Withrow’s court, in which Mrs, Clara F. God- 
dard is suing ner husband, George R. God- 
dard, ex-president of the E. Goddard & Sons 
Flour Mill Co., at second and Rutger 
streets, tor divorce, promises to be one of the 
most interesting divorce cases heard 
in the Circult Court for some time. 
The action of Mr. Goddard’s attorney, Mr. J. 
W. Kerr, into coming into court yesterday, 
when the case was set for trial, and 
having the suit postponed on the 
plea that he intended filing a cross Dill, 
after the case had been so long in court, 
caused an investigation of the circumstances 
to be made by a Posr- Disrarek reporter, 
when a very interesting story was disclosed.

His Grace, the Archbishop of St. Paul, will 
permit us to subjoin a few observations, that 
our readers — be able to form a correct 
judgment regarding the value of these two 
documents, particularly the second.

John Durkin Eilled by Adolph Mehlberg 
Last Night.

SIR HUGO'S DERBY; 


A Long Shot Captures the Classic En- 
glish Turf Event, 


LE FLECHE, THE FAVORITE, FINISHED 
SECOND AND BUCENTAURE THIRD. 


Odds of 88 tol Laid Against the Winner— 
Thirteen Horses Started in the Race 
Frenchmen Win Heavily on Bucentauré 
Getting Third Place—Desoription of the 
Race. 


LONDON, June 1.—‘*Derby Day, the day on 
which all Englishmen are interested, dawned 
with overcast skies and cold weather, which 
caused apprehension that the Derby would 
have to be run in rain, as it was last year. 
As the day advanced, however, the skies 
cleared and the weather became delightful, 
and this induced enormous crowds to start 
for the Epsom Downs, Special trains were 
run from London and other cities and all 
were packed and jammed with humanity. 
The most interesting scene was the vehicle 
procession on the roads tothe Downs. Early 
this morning the procession began. Year after 
year the same scene has been witnessed, yet 
each year it loses neither in attractiveness 
nor interest. Here could be seen the dash- 
ing four-in- hand, the horses sleek and shin- 
ing, and their harness chains jingling cheer- 
lly as the animals spun along the road witha 
merry party on board. Next, perhaps, 
would come a cart drawn by a dilapidated 
specimen of the equine race, whose owner in 
his way was as deeply interested in the out- 
come of the race as the noble 
lord who drove tho four -in-hand. 
The sporting instinct of every man 
and it can be truthfully said of every woman 
in the procession was keenly alive oh this day 
of days inthe English horse-loving world, 
and every one of them was anxious to see a 
close race for the honor and money that 
awaits the Derby winner. 

THE BETTING. 

For several days past Baron de Hirsch’s 
filly La Fleche had beenthe favorite in the 
betting, she taking first place when it became 
known that the Duke of Westminster would 
not start Ormein the race. Orme, until he 
was poisoned, was looked upon as a sure 
winner. 

La Fleche had been a favorite with many 
even while Orme was in the field. The 
bookmakers, however, showed no reluctance 
to take up all the bets offered on La Fleche, 
and some experienced sporting men did not 
hesitate to give their apinion that Baron De 
Hirsch’s mare would not be the first in the 
race, notwithstanding her victorious record 
ot last year, when she swept the Cheshire 
Field stakes at Newmarket,the Levant stakes 
at Goodwood, the Nassau stakes at Good, 
wood and the Champagne stakes at Doncas- 
ter. Somehow certain horsemen who ought 
to Know have had a mysterious lack of con- 
fidence in La Fleche. The public, however, 
remained true to the mare on the principle 
that past victories were the best assurance of 
future triumph. Therefore when the news 
came the other day that Baron De Hirsch 
was critically ill in Paris, and thatif he died 
La Fleche would be withdrawn there was an - 
other sensation almost as great as when the 
reported poisoning of Orms was announced, 
and the extraordinary spectacle was wit- 
nessed of sporting announcements bearing to 
eager patrons the news from what was feared 
to be the deathbed of a prominent man, 

A SCENE AT THE TRACK. 

At noon the scene on the downs was a most 
brilliant one, and though none of the mem- 
bers ofthe royal family attended the race, 
owing to their being in mourning for the 
Duke of Clarence and Avondalé, the event 
seemed in no way to have lost in popularity 
among the other people. It rained last aight, 
but though this for the time dampened the 
hopes of thousands of people, as events 
turned out it was a great benefit, result- 
ing in placing the course in better 
shape than it has been for a long time. It 
was held by a majority of the betting frater- 
nity that the most dangerous opponents 
La Fleche would find were the colt Bonavista 
and Col. North’s colt El Diablo. Again was 
the fallibility of sportsmen’s judgment dis- 
played, for neither Bonavista nor El Diablo 
secured a place. 

THE RACE, 

The conditions under which the race was 
run were as follows: The Derby ot 6,000 sov- 
ereigns, the winner to receive 5,000 sovereigns, 
the nominator of the winner 600 sovereigns, 
and the owner of the second 300 sovereigns, 
and owner of the third, 200 sovereigns, out of 
the stake for 3-year-olds; about one mile and 
a half (260 subscribers, 137 of whom paid 28 
sovereigns each and sixty-one 5 sovereigns 
each). It was won by Lord Bradforda’s colt, 
Sir Hugo,by Wisdom out of Maneuvre. Baron 
de Hirsch’s filly, La Fleche, by St. Simon, out

The Report of the Grand-Jury. 


The Grand-jury spent to-day in examining 
place · holders in the City Hall on the system 
ot une - remitting by the Mayor’s office em- 
ployes through the stamp signature of His 
Honor. It is thought the report will be 
presented to Judge James ©. Normile, 
in the Orimihal Oourt late this afternoon, al- 
though that even is not certain. New vi- 
dence of corruption among Four Oourts and 
City Hall officials is being uncovered every 
day, and most ot the jury would like to re- 
main in session some time longer, 
believing that their work has 
but just begun, but there is one 
member of the jury who is a traveling busi- 
ness man, and he insists on an adjournment 
to-day, pursuant tothe plan made last week. 
The members all believe that their 
investigation has cut out the work 
for the following Grand-jury, and 
their report is made full in detail, accounts 
Of special cases of irregularities in city and 
State offices, and figures, in order that their 
successors may have their material right at 
their hands if they want to indict. The 
importance attached to the work of the next 
Grand-jury will resultin its composition be- 
ing closely watched from the time the Circuit 
Judges draw the fifty names out of the wheel 
of 600, through the service on the 
fifty by Sherif Pat Staed’s deputies, to the 
selection of the twelve by Judge Normile. It 
is now said thatthe Judge will trust the vin- 
dication of the dignity of his court 
to this July Grand- jury, believing 
this plan a more judicial one than others 
that have suggested themselves to him since 
he discovered the trickery that has been go- 
ing on among the employes of his court, 

INVESTIGATING THE STREET DEPARTMENT. 

One of the last witnesses before the Grand- 
jury was Henry Thien, who was a superin- 
tendent in the street department 
under Mayor Noonan’s administra- 
tion and resigned his place 
last August as a consequence of a collision 
between himself and Secretary James W. 
Brennan. Mr. Thien was expected to show 
the Grand-jury a letter from Supt. 
John ©. Lohrum of the Work-house. The 
letter was said to have been written to Mr, 
Thien shortly before he resigned his office, 
and he had stated to friends that it con- 
tained a hintfrom Supt. Lohrum that 
he must contribute somethin of his 
income to the expenses of the administra 
tion. Mr. Thien paid no attention to the let- 
ter, and then, it is stated, Secretary Brennan 
went to him and tried, without success, 
to recover the letter. Mr. Thien was 
seen by a Post-DISPATCH reporter before he 
went into the Grand-jury rooms and said 
that he had the letter but would not make it 


public.

OBJECTS OF THE CONVENTION. 

The movement for holding a con- 
vention originated inthe California 
Nicaragua Convention held 
in San Francisco on March 2, at 
which it was decided to invite the Governors 
of the different States and the principal 
Boards of Trade ot the country to co-operate 
in agitating the subject of a national subsidy 
to the Nicaragua Ship Canal, and with this 
end in- view the coming convention was 
called. 

One main object of the meeting will be to 
bring. more clearly before the people of 
the country at large, and of 
the Mississippi Valley in. partic- 
ular, the immense advantages offered by 
a trans - isthmian canal. There are one or two 
geographical features in the matter that 
are not generally appreciated. It has been 
to many a source of surprise that so large a 

portion of the trade of the countries on 

s western coast of South America has been 
controlled by Great Britain, but the reason 
for this is clear when it is recollecte i that the 
distance by sea from these ports to Liver- 
pooland London is very considerably less 
than the distance to New York, or indeed, to 
ports on the Atlantic seaboard. The same 
condition of affairs prevails as regards the 
Cities of the Mississippi Valley. Goods to 
reach the Western South American coun- 
tries have either to be carried a 
the continet by rail and there K. te 
go by vessel to the Isthmus of Panama, there
